When bꝛave King Alexander 
was arrived upon the Downs of Opher, he 


© plac't his men in Battle of Arap, and began 
to admoniſh them in theſe woꝛds; Poſt bꝛave 
and warlike Souldiers, both Epirians and 
Egyptians, J exhoꝛt you this day to be of 
good courage, and fight manfully, your Caule 
is juſt and right; fo2 the Syrans are coming 


againſt 15 without cauſe, and wor are upon 
our 
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our defence, and this great Battle is the Bats 
tle fo2 the whole wo2ld ; in the very heat of 
Battle think to your ſelves that you do ſee the 
grave Senatoꝛs of Epyrus bowing down their 
hoary heads, pꝛaping foꝛ your good ſucceſs; 
think that vou do hear the Papers of pour 
Fathers, Mothers, Wives, and Childzen foz 
ycu ; and know that whoſoever intends to ler 
their kriends again, muſt this day ranſome 
himſelf with his Swoꝛd: think to your lelves 
that if the Syraos doth vanquiſh, us how that 
my head will be plact upon a Poll, and 
pitcht up in the Market, place, and my Quar⸗ 


ters hung up, two in Egypt and two in Epirus, 
our Cities and Towns burnt and turned to 


alhes , our Paidens and Uirgins deflow2ed, 


our Childzens bꝛains daſht againſt the walls, 


and our young men flain and murthered, and 


the bꝛand of ſcozn upon our Kingdoms foz 


perpetuity. And on the other ſide, if we do get 


the day, honour and renown ſhall be upon aur 


Epirus; Gold and Silver ſhall be pour re⸗ 


wards, and the favour of pour Pꝛince pou 


ſhall have ts eternitv. The Souldiers an⸗ 


fwercd, Moſt great B ing if the Gold of Opher 


will make you glozious, if the Treaſures of 
Syra will make vou great, and if the W 4

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of our Army will make you conſiderable 
both at home and ab2oad : be aſſured great 
King, you are this day the Maſter of all the 
Univerlc, fo2 here is not a Souldier but at 
your command will cut his Fathers Throat, 
and ſheath his Sword in his Bꝛothers Bld, 
to rob the Gods and pull the Temples down, 
all this will they do if pou command them. 
By this time there was but one Fields 
bzeadth between the two Armies, all Ram- » 


piers, Trees, and Hedges were levelled even 
with the grouud, Lions and Bears were 
ſeen to come out of the Woods , as of pur- 


| pole to devour dead Carkaſſes , Aultures 


which are ravening Birds, did darken the 
Air, Lightning and Thunder came down 
that did melt the heads of the Foot⸗mens 
Spears, and ſinged the Hair on their Heads, 
andthe Hoꝛſe Manes, King Alexander divi⸗ 
ded his Army into four parts, his right Wing | 
© conſiſted of ten thouſand, conduted by ten | 
| Kings, the Foꝛloꝛn⸗Hope were five thouſand, 


the left Wing were ten thouſand , conduted 

by ten Epirian Lo2ds, the main Bodp was led 
by bꝛave Alexander yimſelf ; the Battle be- 
gan hot, and ſharp, the F02162n-Yope of the 
Epirigns mere d2tven back to tho main Body; 


then advanced Alexander himlelf, and the 
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Battle began to be mo2tal, the dilpute did 
hold till twelve a Clock, and there tell on 
both ſides above eight thouſand : In the at- 
tcrnoon the Battle began again, and the dil⸗ 
comfiture fell upon the Epirians , fo in four 
hours time Alexander was fain to quit the 
Field, being totally defeated and moſt of his 
men lain, Alexander was fain to th2owhis 
Crown upon the ground,becauſe-he would not 
be known, and eſcaped by Sea in a pooꝛ Fiſh- 
ermans Boat, and ſailed into Epirus; and 
at the Haven where he deſigned to Land, 
there his Royal Empꝛels was waiting when 
anp Ship would come in with news; and at 
laſt the elpied in a poo2 Fiſhermans Boat 
Bing Alexander himſelf; at which fight, fear 
\motcher to the heart, that ſhe lwounded upon 
the thought that the King was utterly over- 
thzown : but Alexander took her up in his 
armes and kiſt her, with a ſhowꝛe of tears 
bedewing their Dꝛincely Cheeks ; but there 
was no remedy,fo2 their Kingdoms was w2e- 
ſted from them, and thep foꝛced to five into an 
uninhabited Illand, wherein thev [lpcnt the 
remnant ok their daycs with thee other pet- 
ty Kings, Soon after Alexander dyed ,: and 
his Empreſs , who in a Sepulchze which he 
hewed out himſelf, they were both interred;

The King of Egypt, who was call'd the Wiſe :
